The inventions Usted as Groups I-II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: The dark field illumination microscope as set forth 
in claims 10 and 25 does not provide a contribution over the art (see, e.g., US 4,810,487) 
inasmuch as the only "distinguishing" feature is the method of use of the image data, i.e., how 
the image data is processed - comparing the light intensities fi:*om the center to the light intensity 
fi-om the edge. This is disclosed in the specification without elaboration or explanation as 
something done with software. It is noted that the software manipulations are not part of any of 
the claims. 
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Species 

Each of Groups I and II of this application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because 
they are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCX Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: Second form of illumination
